Two iKiints will probably 
lx* raistxl, first that the East Haltimore Assovdation 
was not actually created before the racing act of 
1912, and, second, that the charter of the orgaiiiza- 
tloii was allowed b.v the iiictirixira tors to laps**. 
Hence, it is said, it will lie claimed that the 
pres<*nt organization is outside the pale of driving 
or nieing clubs which are entltU*d to allotment of 
•lutes. 

Wliile the attitude of the County Rneiag Commis- 
sion is not known. It is possible that a decision 
b.T the latter either way will result iu an appeal to 
the couits.
